The Late Justice Frankfurter 


The death of former United States Su- 


preme Court Justice Felix Frankfurter re- 
calls the change* which have come about 
In that august hody since Frankfurter was 
appointed to it by President F. D. Roosevelt 
In 1939. At that time Frankfurter was re- 
garded as a liberal, even * radical, and 
had the usuaJ Commie tag hung on him 
by the wild-eyed to any opposing news. 
By the time he retired from the court due 
to ill health several years ago. he had be- 
come a major dissenter on the court and 
was regarded by many as a conservative. 
But Frankfurter dad not change: the ma- 
jority on the court and public opinion did. 


Frankfurter's 23 years on the Supreme 


Court became increasingly over the yean 
a contest between decisions upholding au- 
thority, particularly at the local level on 
the one hand, and individual liberty on 
the other. The major leader of the first 
point of view was Justice Frankfurter. Jus- 
tice Black continues to be the most ardent 
idvocate of the second. 


Frankfurter himself discussed the prob- 


lem in a decision written in 1940. '"A grave 
responsibility confronts this Court when- 
ever in course of litigation it must recon- 
cile the conflicting claims of liberty and 
authority. But when the liberty invoked is 
liberty of conscience, and the authority is 
authority to safeguard the nation's fellow- 
ship, judicial conscience is put to its sever- 
est test . . . Judicial review, itself a limi- 
tation in popular government, is a funda- 
mental part of our constitutional scheme. 
But to the legislature no less than to the 
courts is committed the guardianship of 
deeply-cherished liberties. Where all ef- 
fective means of inducing political changes 
are left free from interference, education 
in the abandonment of foolish legislation 
Is itself a training 12 liberty. To fight out 
the wise use of legislative authority in the 
forum of public opinion and before legis- 
lative assemblies rather than to transfer 
such a contest to the judicial arena, serves 
to vindicate the self-confidence of a free 
people." 


This explanation of what turned out 


to be Frankfurter's major thesis during 
his 23 years on the court involved the 
Gobitis case, in which dismissal from school 
of several children who refused for reli- 
gious purposes to join in the salute to the 
flag, was upheld 
Only three years later 


the decision was reversed. The trend was 


toward upholding individual right* rather 
than local authority. 


Frankfurter made it clear that he wai 


not against the rights as such but he firmly 
believed that neither laws nor court deci- 
sions involving lawg could be really opera- 
tive unless there was firm backing of pub- 
lic opinion or at least the absence of strong 
opposing opinion. And he felt that legisla- 
tures, rather than courts, were more sen- 
titive to those opinions as of course they 
generally are. In decisions he quite con- 
sistently upheld various authorities, from 
ihe ngm of ihe Ln-Amencan Acuviuei 
Committee to cite a man for contempt 
when he refused to answer questions of a 
political nature, to the order of the Sub- 
versive Activities Control Board that the 
Communist 
Party of the United States 


must register as a Communist action or- 
ganization. However he agreed with the 
majority opinion that Maryland law requir- 
ing ''a declaration of a belief in God'1 as a 
condition to holding public office was a 
violation of the First Amendment. And he 
concurred with the 1954 school segrega- 
tion decision although reportedly he had 
much to do with the court's recommenda- 
tion of gradual desegregation. 


Frankfurter may have seemed to be 


poles away from the point of view of such 
justices as Hugo Black. But it was more 
that he saw different dangers both to the 
constitutional 
system and to the nation. 


This has been true of the high court 
throughout our history. It is a major rea- 
son why the Supreme Court is held in 
such high esteem. The members of the 
court are all dedicated both to individual 
liberty and to the survival of our nation 
and the constitutional system. But at dif- 
ferent times in history, different threats 
to all have different relative importance. 
The very distance between the people and 
the high court, in comparison to the close- 
ness of the people and their opinion to leg- 
islatures, is one of the major balances so 
necessary in our system. 


Justice Frankfurter's belief in the im- 


portance of laws and the law-making proc- 
ess itself has tended to cloud over his 
earlier importance in founding the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union and his writing 
of many national acts aimed at curtailing 
monopoly. In whatever role he served — 
teacher, advisor, lawyer and jurist — he 
gave wholeheartedly of his energies and 
his tremendous intellect

state constitutional law. 
THE REASONING 


It is not difficult to guess 


the intellectual basis for this 
e x t raordinary 
proposition. 


such as it is. These men are 
politicians wearing 
a 
label 


which 
commits them 
to a 


liberal public expenditure pos- 
ture. 


But they are also elected 


from working class districts, 
anxious to keep their jobs, and 
sensitively aware of an in- 
creasing 
resentment 
among 


the rank and 
file of their 


constituents about the burdens 
of public taxes, and especially 
the property tax in Milwaukee 
residential sections. The idea 
of selling lottery tickets seems 
to be an attractive alternative. 
The man who is foolish enough 
to buy such chances is not 
entitled to sympathy. 


There are two reasons why 


the rationalization is probably 
wrong. First, the tax problem 
won't go away if there Is a 
public lottery held every week 
of the biennium. No serious 
student of public finance has 
any confidence in the produc- 
tivity or the stability of such a 
revenue 
device. 
Secondly, 


there is probably not even a 
faint chance that the people of 
Wisconsin, aside from those in 
the Milwaukee districts repre- 
sented by these lottery cham- 
pions, will vote for the amend- 
ment of the constitution re- 
quired. Parenthetically, a suc- 
cessful politician is the man 
who has shown he can be re- 
elected. At least half of the 
lottery sponsors have not jet 
met that test.
